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Committee 
Rejects Two 


Miller Bills 


Two of the three Senate bills 
(1063-1064) affecting the admin- 
istration of state college special 
funds were dropped Wednesday 
by the senate education commit- 
tee. 

State Senator George Miller, 
Jr. {D) Martinez, author of the 
bills, awaited the outcome of the 
meeting of the state college pres- 
idents with the board of educa- 
tion before proceeding with the 
bills. 

Senate bill 1065 was passed 
with aa amendment. The bi!! be- 
fore amendment requires ihe De- 
partment of Finance to audit all 
state college auxiliary funds of 
organizations using the name of 
the state or state college. 

The Board of Education and the 
presidents discussed at their 
meeting at the San Fernando 
Valley State College Miller's 
bills, and the special senate com- 
mittee report on state college 
funds. 

Earlier, the legislation was op- 
posed strongly by representatives 
of student bodies from Fresno, 
San Jose, and Sun Francisco state 
colleges. These three college stu- 
dent body presidents acted .s 
spokesmen for the 11 state col- 
leges in objection. 

On recommendation of the Ed- 
ucation Department, Senator 
Miller kept bill 1065 requiring 
the State Department of Finance 
to audit all funds connected with 
state colleges. 

The Senate Education Commit- 
tee approved the bill and sent it 
to the floor for consideration.

Justice's 
Decision 


Dick Griffin, co-ordinator of 
elections, was judged guilty of 
violating the ASSSC Policy and 
Election Code and will be re- 
moved from his post according 
to the decision arrived by the 
Board of Justice at the trial held 
Tuesday. 

Of the charges pressed, there 
was one dissenting vote as to 
whether Griffin publicized and 
promoted interest in the election, 
The justice stated that putting 
up one banner on campus can 
be construed as publicity. 

However, Griffin was found 
guilty of the charge since the ma- 
jority of the Board felt that evi- 
dence submitted by Griffin did 
not correlate with their interpre- 
tation of “promote interest.” 

Griffin, who defended himself 
on a plea of not guilty, told The 
Hornet that he intends to appeal 
the decision to Student Council. 

Pat Lawier, chief justice, said, 
“No where under the current 
system does it say that a Board 
of Justice decision can be ap- 
pealed to Student Council. Howe. 
ever, the council can take pre- 
rogative to hear the appeal be- 
cause of their position of alter 
nate responsibility.” 

Prosecuting attorney, Doar 
Sturgeon charged that Griffin did

Begin This 


Spring 


Pre-registration, a new concept in preparation for 
class registration, will be put into effect this spring, it 
was announced by Dr. Willys W. Folsom, dean of admissions, 

During the week of May 25-29, continuing students 
(those siudents currently enrolled in the college who will 


be back again next year) may 
obtain the Schedule of Classes 
and advisor’s study list from the 
Registrar's office. 

Upon consulting his advisor to 
decide upon classes, a student 
need only fill out the required 
materiai, have it signed, and re- 
turn it to the Registrar's office 
by the end of the week to be 
ready for next year. This would 
leave advisors free to counsel 
new students only in the fall. 


According to Folsom, “We're 
really cutting the advisor’s job 
in half, with the main develop- 
ment being, we hope. a better 
quality of counseling.” 

An additional new feature this 
year is that the stancard regis- 
tration booklet will be replaced 
by an IBM packet, to facilitate 
machine processing of materials. 

Folsom estimated next year’s 
enrollment to reach a total of 
7,000, including 2,000 new and 
2,000 continuing students. If 10 
cards apiece were required from 
each student, that would yield a 
total of 70,000 cards to be proc- 
essed, clearly demonstrating the 
advantage of IBM handling. He 
added that such a system wouid 
also aid in compiling the stu- 
dent directory, especially in the 
case of durmitory students

EACH OF THE VARIOUS 
COLLEGES has a different field 
of real estate in which to con- 
duct the research. Fields are giv- 
en the colleges taking into con- 
sideration the particular type of 
development taking place in the 
community. Considering the 
spreading of the Sacramento 
Metropolitan area, SSC has been 
given the opportunity to conduct 
a directional growth study of the 
Metropolitan area. 

THE AREA OF RESEARCH 
for next year has been set as @ 
study in the Location and In- 
vestment of shopping centers. 

Or. Daniel Gage, professor of 
business administration, is the 
director of the program, and 


Howard Morgan, assistant pro- 
fessor of business administration, 
participating in the program in- 
clude John Marcarelli, Oan Faul- 
kner, both of whom hold stud- 
ent fellowship positions, and Jer- 
ry Smith, William Welker, and 
Carol Van Liere who have re- 
cently been appointed. 

Each particular phase of re- 
search that the colleges under- 
take is a complete plan in itself, 
but all of the fields tie together 
and become intricate parts in the 
analysis of the trends in the Real 
Estate fields. Dr. Gage said that 
the research program is working 
in conjunction with the field of 
Rea! Fstate in the Sacramento 
area, and will be able to extend 
valuable information when its stu- 
dies are completed. 

AS PRELIMINARY WORK 
in the research program, an in- 
ventory of growth and specifical- 
ly, shopping centers had to be un- 
dertaken. Attention was paid to 
the relationship between the size 
of the stores and the size of the 
parking area provided. 

After the information has been 
gathered, it must be tabulated 
and analyzed. Shopping centers 
are classified as to one of three 
kinds: 1.) neighborhood, 2.) com- 
munity, or 3.) regional, depend- 
ing on the size of the center, and 
the size of the region from which 
customers will come. Store own- 
ers are then interviewed, and 
asked why they moved here, and 
what they like about the center 
since they moved in. In some 
cases a sampling of customer at- 
titudes is taken. It is valuable to 
know how far the average cus- 
tomer will travel to a store, and 
what customs they do and do not 
like carried out in their buying 
habits 

This is the first year that Sac- 
ramento State College has been 
able to take part in the Real 
Estate program. Plans are alrea- 
dy being taid for next year’s pro- 
gram, and it appears that Sacra- 
mento State is going to play a 
major role in the analyzing and 
planning the growth of the Sacra- 
mento Metropolitan area.

work with it. SSC needs to be in 
a position to say that they will 
be able to furnish $11,450 in 


matching funds during the eigh- 
teen month period covered und 
the present grant. 

Under this federal act, the col- 
lege can grant loans up to $1,000 
per academic year to a student. 
The loans bear no interest, and 
are not repayable until after the 
student has graduated or finished 
his educational! goals. 

An interest rate of 5 per cent 
takes effect once the student has 
left the institution and he is giv- 
en a number of years in which 
to repay the loan. 

This national loan act was 
passed last year by the Federal 
government “to identify and edu- 
cate more of the talent of our 
Nation,” and “to insure trained 
manpower of sufficient quality 
and quantity to meet the na- 
tional defense needs of the Unit- 
ed States.”

Censorship of material for the Associated Students of 
Sacramento State College publication, the SSCribe, by its 
faculty advisor is now the practice and apparently has been 


the practice for some time. 


This disturbing iriormation came to the attention of 
The Hornet this week when a story destined to go into the 
upcoming issue of he SSCribe magazine was emphatically 
rejected by the faculty advisor shortly before it was to be 
typed on the multilith masters for publication. As a result 
of the advisor’s “leave out” statement, other material was 


stuck in to replace it. 


The crucial issue here does not pertain to the quality 
or appropriateness of this story as far as publication 1s con- 


cerned, Rather, 
censorship itself. 


the issue here evolves around the act of 


To thoroughly analyze this issue, there are several fac- 
tors which must first be presented: 


1) The SSCribe, like The Hornet and the Statesman, 
is an official publication of the ASSSC. The SSCribe is 
financed entirely through sales and ASSSC allocations. 


2) The editor of the SSCribe, like the other editors, is 


charged 


through the Student Council, 


and publication. 


with ultimate responsibility, by 
for the magazine's operation 


the ASSSC, 


Considering these factors, the editor of the SSCribe, 
not the faculty advisor, must have the prerogative of deter- 
mining general policy, selecting and rejecting material, and 


deciding all other matters concerning 


SSCribe operation. 


This means in effect that since the magazine is student 
owned, it must be student operated. 


The role of the advisor is to offer counsel, advise and 
suggest on SSCribe matters. It should under no circum- 


stances be the job of the advi 


editor. 


sor to check copy before pub- 


lication except when requested to do so by the SSCribe 


This issue is of such a nature that it should be settled 
now so that it doesn’t arise in the future. In the case of 
The Hornet, the nature of the publication, the role of the 


ASSSC, the role of the editor- 


in-chief, ang the role of the 


faculty advisor to the publication are specifically laid down 
in the Hornet Staff Manual. Under the circumstances it is 
advisable that these relationships be established as they 


pertain to the SSCribe literary magazine.

I don't want to see intermar- 
riage between a colored man and 
white women. It may happen up 
in yankee land but it vaen't hap- 
pen here. 

In short, Gomillion, you and 
your associates are fighting a los- 
ing battle. And I assure you 
there of (are) many like I who 
are ready to fight anywhere, any 
sort of way for segregation. And 
as far as the Supreme Court is 
concerned they can go to hell! 
If they want another civil war 
they will sure as hell get it. 

If you don’t like it in the South 
why not move to the north. Those 
damn Yankees love niggers. Don’t 
they?” 


The letter above was not dated, 
was not signed, and did not carry 
a street address. The envelope 
was postmarked “Lake Charles, 
La., Feb 26, 1959, 6:30 p.m. It 
was addressed to Charles C. Go- 
limlion, Tuskegee Institute, Tus 
kegee, Alabama.

“The Southern Member of a 
Branch of White Citizens Coun- 
cil, Lake Charles, Louisiana, Aus 
thor of the Letter to Charles C, 
Gomilion, Tuskegee Institute, 
Tuskegee, Alabama,” will be pub» 
lished next week in The Hornet, 
Since Gomillion did not know the 
address of The Southerner, he
